But we've got to take issue with praise from the likes of Dan 
Backs, an independent MLA for Edmonton-Manning, who said 
the Angels help citizens “take back the street.” Geez, Dan, 
enough with the clichéd scaremongering—the streets are 
already safely in the hands of the citizens. The increasingly com- 
mon perception of Edmonton as some sort of no man’s land 
caught in the horrible thrall of gang violence is turning people 
off what's really a pretty safe place, Sliwa’s rhetoric about 
“degenerates” notwithstanding. With a homicide rate of 4.3 per 
100,000 citizens, we're still three times safer than New York 
City in 1979, when the Angels were founded. 


HOUSES IN COMMOTION 


EDMONTON’S CONSPICUOUS ANTI-URBANISM IS ON DISPLAY 
again, with residents of Mill Woods protesting a plan to put up 
row housing on unused school sites around the city, including 
one in their neighbourhood. A local committee is polling resi- 
dents about the project, concerned it will be too close to the 
school and will add too much density to the area. 

Meanwhile, in Riverdale, a controversial seniors’ co-op hous- 
ing apartment will be built despite the objections of the neigh- 
bours. The building was originally supposed to be four storeys 
high with 12 units; now it'll be only three storeys and nine 
units—and even that’s too much for some locals.

And this isin addi- 
tion to the 250 brand-new shelter spaces that have already 
opened up in the past year. 

Jay Freeman, the city director of housing services, said that 
no matter where the extra shelter ends up being located, 
“there's likely to be some opposition” from area residents. 

This winter is expected to be unusually cold across North 
America, including in Alberta, according to the U.S. Climate 
Prediction Center.

She’s a runner 
_ Civic election 2007: Kim Krusheil, Ward 2 


KIM KRUSHELL !5 A RUNNER, THE 
councillor for Ward 2 not only jogs 
in the river valley whenever she gets 
a chance but also speaks witha kind 
of athletic speed that’s hard to keep 
up with. 

Deiving into a heated discussion 
of the new hybrid buses versus fur- 
ther investment in the trolley system 
(she’s for the hybrids), Krushell 
punctuates her conversation with 
statistics, noting, for instance, that 
Edmonton has the most traffic 
devices of any North American city, 
yet pedestrian accidents are still 
high. She supported the U-Pass, the 
bus pass for post secondary students 
that’s included in their tuition. 

But she’s no eco-saint either. It’s 
hard to pigeonhole a councillor who 
supports public transit but is a car- 
commuter also very vocally pushed 
for such a car-oriented project as the 
23rd Avenue interchange on the 
south side, which, In her view is a 
vital piece of infrastructure for the 
entire city. She also voted against a 
motion that required Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental Design 
(LEEDs) certification on all new civic 
buildings. 


SEE: You championed funding for 
23rd Avenue. Why was this project 
so important? 

Kim Krushell: It was risky, because 
I represent the northwest of Edmon- 
ton... When you look at big cities, 
you need to protect certain locations. 
It doesn’t mean you build overpass- 
es everywhere, because I’m not 
interested in that and having every- 
one car-orientated. But in your main 


entry, you want to protect your cor- 
ridor, fo facilitate economic develop- 
ment. When you choke up the front 
end of your entrance, you make it 
really easy for people to go around 
Edmonton. 

SEE: But there's an argument to be 
made that the more roads and 
bridges you build, the more people 
drive their cars, the more roads and 
bridges the city has to build, 

KK: That's true, and that’s why it 
was such a strange one for me to 
come out so strongly for. But 23rd 
Avenue goes against that trend 
because it’s the main entry into the 
city... You can’t just ignore your 
roads entirely. Yes, there is a theory 
that if you build it, they will come, 
but to just ignore it... Ten years of not 
doing anything at 23rd Avenue 
makes no sense whatsoever. 

SEE: So, next term, if you are re- 
elected, we are not going to see you 
pushing for lots of overpasses and 
roads? 

KK: If you look at what I have 
championed, I’ve championed a 
combination. I certainly helped 
orchestrated the U-Pass with the stu- 
dent organizations. The other thing 
that I’ve been pushing for is new 
buses in our transit system. It’s an 
absolute disgrace that we have the 
oldest fleet in North America. 

SEE: Today you've talked about 
being environmentally conscious. 
Why did you vote against LEED cer- 
tification for city buildings? 

KK: I support LEEDs. What I didn’t 
like about that motion was that the 
administration was saying they 
didn’t want to spend the money on 






every project that we build tof 
to get the LEED certification, w 
is not cheap... I’m a big fan of bx 
urban architecture, but I also th 
that in trying to do better archit 
ture, you can end up spending 
of extra money for the same res

Not crazy like a fox 


Civic election 2007: Debbie Yeung, Ward 4 


DEBBIE YEUNG’S A LITTLE CRAZY, OR 
at least that’s what she’s told. 

While filing her papers during the 
2004 nomination day, a reporter 
asked her why she’s running, again, 
in Ward 4, where she was facing two 
incumbents. The reporter outright 
called her crazy, she says 

She's quirky, that’s for sure—with 
her orchid obsession and the post- 
ings of her daughter’s artwork on 
her campaign website. (Tiffany is in 
her “primary colours’ period.) 

Nevertheless, Yeung is an accoun- 
tant, and says that if she were elected 
would run the city “like a business,” 
but with compassion, she’s quick to 
add. Here's what the three-time can- 
didate had to say about high-rise 
developments, distribution of fund- 
ing, and her campaign strategy this 
time around. 


SEE: In 2004, you received 16 per 
cent of the vote and came in fourth. 
Did you pinpoint anything that you 
wanted to change for this campaign? 
Debbie Yeung; | have committed to 
a higher budget than in 2004. Also, 
recruiting people to work for me this 
time is a lot easier because in 2004, 
reporters were calling me nuts, 
whereas now people can see that 
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there is a good chance of winning. I 
think the mindset is much more 
upbeat... In terms of getting 
resources and getting help, every- 
thing is a lot better this time 
around...I think my core values 
never change. I'ma mother with two 
young children [and concerned] for 
the underdog. 
SEE: You'd like to help the home- 
less. Housing is a provincial respon- 
sibility, and you'd have to lobby 
them either for action or funds. Have 
you ever lobbied the provincial gov- 
ernment before? 
DY: In terms of talking with provin- 
cial politicians, yes. But let’s face it; 
until I’m elected to office, I really 
don’t have the clout to really make a 
difference ; 
SEE: Do you have any experience 
working with community or issue 
based groups that have voiced their 
concerns to different levels of gov- 
ernments? 
DY: Directly, no. 
SEE: How would you vote on Strat- 
hearn and 142nd developments? 
DY: On Strathearn, definitely no. I 
went to the public hearing and there 
were a lot of concerns raised about 
height, density, and traffic... In the 
case of 142nd, I’m also not in 


favour... [just don’t think it’s man- 
ageable. 

SEB: You've stated that Ward 4 isn’t 
getting its fair share of tax-dollars for 
recreation and community centres, 
but the art gallery is in Ward 4, as is 
the YMCA, which is being renovat- 
ed with municipal funds. 

DY: What I'd like is an equitable 
weight to ward funding... I would 
like to change the funding formula 
to be proportional to head count. So, 
whatever money is available for 
community recreation centres and 
community improvements, let’s pro- 
rate it. How many heads are there 
per ward? Then allocate the money 
accordingly. Also, the community 
leagues should have a more active 
role, that they should be able to pro- 
vide at least some suggestions and 
insight into what needs to be built. 
SEE: Wouldn't that hamstring the 
investment power of the city? Not 
every ward needs to build a recre- 
ation centre and with the money 
divided, no one ward could afford it. 
DY: In terms of what Ward 4 con- 
tributes [in tax dollars] is actually 
quite significant. I see your point. I 
also think there's different ways of 
carving up the investment dollars 
that are available. [ agree, we're not 
going to havea big complex in every 
ward and we are not going to build 
one every year, but there has to be 
some attention paid to the needs of 
the mature neighbourhoods... And 
not everything is a multi-million dol- 











lar complex. There are small things 

that you can do in each community, 

nee it would drastically improve 
gS.

Canadian media aren’t interested in counting Afghan deaths 


I'S OFTEN NOTED THAT EACH DEATH 
of a Canadian soldier in Afghanistan 
erodes public support for the war 
What is infrequently noted is the 
way, with each death, the Canadian 
media seems to ratchet up its sup- 
port for the war 

On one level, the media’s 
approach seems understandable. 
Canadians are deeply moved by 
these deaths, and the media accu- 
rately records this grief. 

But something else happens in the 
process. There’s an almost irre- 
sistible inclination to suggest that the 
death hasn’t been in vain. 

Late last month, Canadian sol- 
diers Mario Mercier and Christian 
Duchesne were killed in 
Afghanistan. Both men were fathers 

of three children, making their 
deaths particularly heartbreaking, 

The only possible comfort is the 
notion the men died for a worthy 
cause. To suggest otherwise seems 
to dishonour them. 

The agony of each death can only 
be tolerated if it's deemed to be fora 
cause worthy enough to send more 
soldiers to their deaths 

The problem is that each killing 
then provides fresh momentum for 
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continuing the war. 

In order to honour the dead, the 
war is elevated to a noble cause; crit- 
icism of the war is discouraged. 

This partly explains how the U.S. 
stayed in Vietnam until some 57,000 
American soldiers were killed. 

A similar process is underway in 
Iraq. 

One way to prevent this pro-war 
momentum from setting in here 
would be for us to demand that the 
casualties we inflict on Afghans also 
be treated with some attention and 
respect. 

Instead, our government and 
media celebrate the number of “Tal- 
iban” we kill, without any under- 
standing of who these individuals 
are and whether they are simply 

local villagers fighting—as Afghans 
have done throughout their histo- 
ry—to resist foreign armies. 
Whether we admit it or not, we area 
part of a foreign army over there. 
More surprising is the disrespect- 
ful way our government and media 
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treat even Afghan civilian casualties. 

There’s been minimal coverage 
here of the repeated pleas from 
Afghans—including President 
Hamid Karzai—for an end to the 
US. and NATO bombings that have 
killed countless Afghan civilians. 
(And they are literally countless; we 
don’t bother counting them.) 

As part of the NATO force over

there, Canada is surely complicit in 
these war deaths. 

Yet our media tend to make short 
shrift of them, even raising doubts 
about whether they really take place. 
Last week, the CBC reported that 
Afghan elders “alleged” that up to 
18 civilians were killed by coalition 
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troops in Helmand province. 

The CBC quoted a NATO 
spokesperson who charged that the 
civilian casualties were being delib- 
erately exaggerated by the Taliban 
for propaganda purposes. 

But how do we know NATO isn't 
playing down the casualties for pro- 
paganda purposes? How does 
NATO even know who's being 


killed in its bombing raids? 
Incidentally, that same day the 
New York Times reported that in a 
telephone interview, Afghan elder 
Hajji Agha Muhammad said the air 


strikes had killed 12 civilians, includ- 


ing six children ages 3 to 6 (and 
injured an additional 12). 
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Surely, this is not a story to be 
passed over quickly—as the CBC | 
did—with a brisk denial from 
NATO. 

If true—and why should we 
assume that “Afghan elders” are | 
lying?—it is a story of immense 
importance, and not only because;/ 
raises questions about the prospec) 
of us ever winning popular suppy 


in Afghanistan. 
More importantly, it raises ques 
tions about whether what we're 
doing over there is really all that 

noble—or even justifiable.

REDEMPTION SONG: THE BALLAD OF 
JOE STRUMMER 

By Chris Salewicz, Faber & Faber 629 pp., 
$37.95 





MANY PUNKADEMICS WILL ARGUE 
that the Clash were the greatest 
punk band ever, while other camps 
will choose the Malcolm McLaren- 
contrived Sex Pistols or Queens, 
New York's finest garage band, the 
Ramones. On and on the debate will 
rage, but the Clash’s impact upon 
punk history will last longer. 

Vocalist/ guitarist Joe Strummer’s 
shout-sing style of delivery and 
engaging lyrics, guitarist Mick Jones’ 
brilliant arrangements, bassist Paul 
Simonon’s heavy reggae influences 
and Nicky “Topper” Headon’s spot- 
on power drumming (well, when he 
wasn’t on junk, anyway) took these 
four squatters living in condemned 
London housing to international 
musical stardom, all within a hand- 
ful of years in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s. 

British music journalist Chris 
Salewicz has already penned well- 
received bios of Bob Marley, Billy 
Bragg, Jimi Hendrix, Mick & Keith, 
the Pretenders, and Paul McCartney, 
that shameless shiller whose tunes 
are now available in a Starbucks 
near you. Salewicz must have decid- 
ed it was time to chronicle the 
“Prince of Punk,” Joe Strummer, 
who died suddenly at age 50 in 2002 
at his home in the English country- 
side. Redemption Song recounts the 
life and times of the enigmatic man 
at the centre of the Clash: a charis- 
matic half-Scottish, part 
English/part Armenian musician 
and songwriting poet. 

Strummer was born John Graham 
Mellor on August 21, 1952, in 

Ankara, Turkey during one of his 
diplomat father’s many overseas 
postings. Along with his older broth- 
er David and mother Anna, the Mel- 
lors lived in Egypt, Mexico, Ger- 
many and Kenya until 1959, when 
the family settled in London. Years 
of awful boarding schools ended 

with a dull year of art school. John 

Mellor next became the hippie 

“Woody” and lived in London 
squats, where he learned to play 
rudimentary guitar and eventually 
took the musical sobriquet Joe 
Strummer. 

The Clash’s beginnings resemble 
the Backstreet Boys more than the 
Beatles. In early 1976, art school lads 
Mick Jones and Paul Simonon 
formed a radical band called Lon- 
don SS with punkish leanings, but 
lacked a dynamic, charismatic front- 
man. Bernie Rhodes, their scheming 
manager, recruited Strummer from 
the 101’ers, a pub-rock band that 
was going nowhere fast. Rhodes’ 
strategy was to position the new 
combo as a sort of angry, youthful 
left-wing act designed to capitalize 
on the rising social and political 
environment in pre-Thatcher Britain. 
Once Headon was added, that 

stellar line-up stuck it out for sie 
years (until Headon was fired and 
Mick Jones was asked to leave). Dur- 
ing their heyday the band pumped 


_ Out their three best recordings and 





toured them like madmen: The Clash 
(their 1977 debut), the two-disc Lon- 
don Calling (1980) and the best-sell- 
ing Combat Rock (1982), which 
enabled these former squatters to 
enjoy some very comfortable 
lifestyles. 

Salewicz, a features writer for New 
Music Express from 1974 to 1981, was 
in the thick of things as the British 
punk movement coalesced into a 
major musical force. He was also a 
friend of the band, and he brings an 
insider's perspective to Strummer’s 
life and his sketches of the various 
friends who wove in and out of his 
life from boarding school to squats 
to the Clash to his last group, The 
Mescaleros. If they hadn’t died from 
a drug overdose, each of Strummer’s 
surviving old mates, girlfriends and 
two wives were apparently all too 
happy to supply Salewicz witha 
couple good quotes about Strum- 
mer. 

Although Salewicz says Strum- 
mer didn’t dabble in heroin, he had 
an insatiable thirst for both the drink 
and the herb—not to mention 
extreme workaholic tendencies. One 
of the book’s valuable insights 
comes when Salewicz straightens 
out what actually killed Strummer: 
“The autopsy revealed that John 
Graham Mellor had not died, as 
thought, of a heart attack. Although 
he had never known this, he had 
been born with a congenital heart 
defect: a main artery that should 
have run around his heart went 
through it instead. He could have 
died suddenly at any point during 
his 50 years.” 

Despite his well-reviewed work 
with The Mescaleros, most punk 
fans will always consider his work 
with The Clash to be Strummer’s 
biggest contribution to music. Even 
after international success in the 
early 1980s with Combat Rock, he 
remained true to his punk roots. “I 
don’t give a damn anymore,” Strum- 
mer once said. “I’ve learned not to 
take it too seriously—that’s what 
I’ve learned. And I’ve also learned 
that because what you do is sort of 
interesting, doesn’t mean you’re bet- 
ter than anyone else. After all, we're 
not exactly devising new forms of 
protein. If they say, ‘Release this 
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record because otherwise your 
career is finished,’ and I don’t war 
them to, then I just won't do it. I’) 
far more dangerous now, because] 
don't care at all.”

Tasty Thai treats if you can beat the heats

DON’T BLAME POOR LITTLE 
Boualuang for some of the inconve- 
niences you might experience while 
you're dining there. It’s not their 
fault that the tidy little spot they 
occupy near the Lucky 97 Supermar- 
ket in Chinatown only holds six 
tables. But maybe it is their fault that 
people will endure long waits out- 
side the door just to get one of those 
coveted tables. It might be because 
the food at Boualuang is as authentic 
and toothsome as at any Thai/Lao 
restaurant in town, but also because 
it's quite reasonably priced. 

When my dining companion and 
larrived at Boualouang just before 7 
p-m. on a Friday, we were lucky 
enough to claim the last remaining 
table. It took no time at all to get 
fixed up with a couple of bottles of 
Singha ($4.25 each), Thailand’s 
thirst-slaking lager of renown. It 
took very little time to settle on a few 
dishes to share, with options on 
ordering more if necessary to top us 
up. Thus began the waiting 

And we didn’t mind the wait so 
much a? first. To distract us, we had 
frosty beer, cozy if low-budget ambi- 
ence—including a row of framed 


travel pictures all canted at the same 
angle, which gave the impression 
the whole restaurant was listing 
toward the street-—and what could 
very well be the cleanest bathrooms 
of any restaurant in the neighbour- 
hood. 

Eventually our first dish 
appeared, the tum mahk hoong, a 
heaping platter of green papaya 
salad topped with dried shrimp and 
chopped peanuts ($7.95). The first 
crunchy mouthful of shredded 
papaya and carrots was intensely 


to punch above our weight with this 
dish 

Our distress must have been quite 
visible, because the owner appeared 
with a bow! of rice to ease the burn 
and a friendly explanation that 
“mild” meant one and a half chili 
peppers, while “medium’’ was twice 
that. Based on this scale, ordering 
the same dish with the “hot” or 
“inferno” levels of spice would 
result in immediate hospitalization. 
This was some authentic Thai food 
indeed.

pungent thanks to a serious dose of 
fish sauce, but this flavour soon gave 
way to a powerful burning sensa- 
tion. My co-diner and I are both 
ardent fans of hot sauces and other 
fiery condiments, so we felt comfort- 
able ordering a “medium” spice 
level, but we were obviously trying 
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Maybe 15 minutes passed before 
the gaeng kiew vahn ($9.95) arrived, 
a green curry with chicken, basil, 
zucchini, Thai eggplant (also green), 
and coconut milk. It was sweet and 
less spicy than the salad, but pos- 
sessed of its own piquant snap, and 
we fell on it hungrily, dousing our

servings of rice with its creamy 
sauce. 

Another indeterminate amount of 
time passed, during which a small 
throng of would-be patrons assem- 
bled outside the door (there was no 
room for them to assemble inside). 
And didn’t they look jealous as our 
pad kee mouw ($9.95)—broad rice 
noodles stirfried with beef, onions, 
peppers, basil, cabbage, carrots, 
broccoli, and chilis—arrived at the 
table! Slightly fiercer in spiciness 
than the green curry, it was nonethe- 
less sweet and savoury, and the 
flavours of the individual veggies 
weren't obscured by the seasoning. 

As we approached satiety, we 
could no longer countenance taking 
upa table when so many people 
were willing to queue up on the 
increasingly chilly sidewalk for their 
turn. We boxed up what was left of 
the pad kee mouw and called for 
our bill, which came to a mere $39 
for three dishes and two alcoholic 
beverages—not an easy price to beat 
in Edmonton's Thai food market- 
place. But perhaps the best strategy 
for enjoying Boualouang is to order 
some takeout. And make sure you 
have some Singha cooling in the 
fridge—you may need it.

Malkovich shining through? If any- 
one in cinema suffers from postmod- 
ern criticism it’s him—half the time 
the audience can’t tell whether the 
actor is stepping back for commen- 
tary or the director is doing it 
through him. In Klimt, Malkovich 
seems less like an actor and more 
like a cipher. This actually works 
well in many ways, especially with 
Ruiz’s “poetic” envisioning of 
Klimt's life—the painter's life stand- 
ing in for his art. 


Anyone looking for a blow-by-blow 
reading of Klimt’s life will likely be 
appalled at the liberties Ruiz takes 
with it. Others might be enchanted... 
(but) it gets a little tedious at times. 


Art, by the way, is very much at 
the core of the movie (be sure to 
brush up on reading about the Vien- 
na Secession beforehand!)—in con- 
versation, in the framing of the film, 
in the way it’s shot. 

The lack of linear time is perhaps 
a bit frustrating at first, but then this 
isn’t a standard biopic—Ruiz 
declares Klimt to be a “phantas- 
magoria,” and anyone looking for a 
blow-by-blow reading of Klimt’s life 
will likely be appalled at the liberties 












































Ruiz takes with it. Others might be 
enchanted—by the way the film fol- 
lows through on Klimt’s observa- 
tions, and the way it slows down for 
impressionistic moments that suc- 
cessfully mimic the artist’s work. It 
gets a little tedious at times, the 
jumps rather perplexing (word is 
there’s a 130-minute director's cut 
floating about), but it’s almost worth 
it to get to the moments of pure 
cinema. 

The acting is mannered, as is the 
script, the performances posed and 


(one can only guess) deliberately 
stilted. But it looks gorgeous—direc- 
tor of photography Ricardo 
Aronovich does an exemplary job of 
capturing both indoor and outdoor 
scenes, the costumes are great—and 
Ruiz gives us a number of unforget- 
table scenes involving broken mir- 
rors and the snowy Vienna streets.

literal, psychotherapeutic tool. But 
much to the dismay of the 
researchers, several of the devices 
have been stolen—and someone is 
starting to invade people's minds, 
even during waking hours. 

Lead scientist Atsuko Chiba 
(Megumi Hayashibara) must find 
the perpetrators before these acts of 

“terrorism” take over Tokyo. Using, 
the remaining DC-Minis, one by one 
her colleagues fall under the spell of 
a mesmerizing dream involving a 
parade of frogs, Shinto shrines, 
creepy little dolls and major home 
appliances. 

It seems that whoever is control- 
ling the maverick DC-Minis is trying 
to march the entire research team 
into unconscious oblivion. Only Dr. 
Chiba—known in the dream world 
as “Paprika”—is able to rouse the 
afflicted. 

The line (if there is one) between 
the imaginary unconscious world 
and the experiential “real” one has 
been covered before in films like 
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eXistenZ and in the books of cyber- 
authors like William Gibson. By 
comparison, Paprika seems less inter- 
ested in exploring these themes—the 
film asks us to assume a great deal of 
backstory before asking us to sus- 
pend our disbelief. And the whole 
technology-as-a-source-of-danger- 
and-hope thing is as old as lizards 
destroying Tokyo. 

But that’s not the point of this 
movie. In fact, the point is precisely 
that it isa movie. Kon draws paral- 
lels between our dreams and film, 
using editing and camera terminolo- 
gy to explain the disorienting j jumps 
between the “scenes,” and using the 
subplot of the detective Konakawa 
to explore that... er, angle. And while 
film can describe the way dreams 
look to us, it’s the Internet that pro- 
vides a meta-structure: every uncen- 
sored desire is available, at any time, 
in any place, to anyone. So long, lin- 
ear narrative! 

But within the restrictions of his 
linear narrative, Kon drives us head- 
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long into the disjointed world of 
dreams, flashing in and out of ides’ 
and scenes: here, a circus, then a 
thriller, then suddenly we're run- 
ning after someone and the rug 

starts melting under our feet and \ 
fall... well, maybe dreams area 
shared experience after all. Nearly 
everyone experiences those kinds 
dreams. 

Paprika is the kind of story anim 
tion seems to have been created to 
tell. Kon’s realistic style (the Japan- 
ese characters actually look Japan- 
ese!) refuses to give us clear markg 
as to when dreams start and reality 
ends.

Theatre is talking about the lineup of plays 
he's selected for his company's 2007/2008 
season, which begins this weekend with Keith 
Bunin's The Busy World Is Hushed. Also on 
tap: 3 Different Heavens by local playwright 
Nathan Cuckow, and Cherish, a custody- 
battle drama by New Zealand writer Ken 
Duncum. The same themés recur throughout 
the season—faith, homosexuality, mother- 
hood—and Schmidt says that in that sense, 

it's probably the most cohesive season he's 
ever programmed for NLT. “It’s also my most 
traditional season,” he says. “It's not con- 
troversial in style or overtly controversial in 
content, but I think the issues these plays raise 
are extremely timely and topical, and will be 
of great interest to people.” 

You can't deny that Schmidt has done a 
tremendous job of getting people interested 
in NLT again. His choice of material is always 
unpredictable—it’s hard to imagine any other 
company in town doing shows as obscure 
or experimental or challenging as Language 
of Angels or Silence or Water's Daughter 
or Summit Conference. And while he has a 
showman’'s knack for turning controversy to 
his advantage (as with 2005's The Credeaux 
Canvas, whose abundant onstage nudity was 
undoubtedly a major selling point), you don't 
get the sense that there’s anything cynical 
about his choices. 

“L often get applauded for picking obscure 
plays,” he says, “but it often feels to me like 
a backhanded compliment. I get, ‘What a 
bold choice... but it didn’t work.’ ‘What a bold 
choice... but I wouldn't have done it.’” 

We'll see how people greet The Busy World 
Is Hushed, a three-hander by Keith Bunin, the 
American playwright who also wrote The Cre- 
deaux Canvas. | suspect they'll like it. It's the 
story of Brandt, who's hired by Hannah, an 
Episcopal minister, to write her latest book, a 
scholarly examination of a recently discovered 
gospel. He becomes romantically entangled 
with Hannah's son Thomas, a drifter whose 
vagabond lifestyle is a great source of frustra- 
tion and anger for her. 

It may not have the obvious “hooks” of The 
Credeaux Canvas (nudity, the suspenseful 
art-hoax plot), but it’s an even richer piece of 
writing—its message cutting surprisingly deep. 
After reading Bunin’s script, I wasn’t surprised 
that Schmidt felt so passionate about making 
rare NLT acting appearance to play Brandt. 

But convincing Schmidt to give me a copy 
of the Script to read was a struggle—and when 
Tfinally sat down to talk with him earlier this 
Week, that was the subject of my first question 
to him. As you can see, it sent us off on quite

never get you off that track and win you over 
to my vision of the show. And if 1 may be so 
bold, I know I'm not the only person who feels 
that way. 

SEE: |s there a particular play you've got in 
mind here, or is it something I’m doing all the 
time? 

TS: Yes! All the time! [Laughs.] | mean, I've 
chosen flawed plays. | know that. I understand 
dramatic structure. | know when a play has 

a failing in the third act or an extraneous char- 
acter. But I can’t change that. I can only focus 
on what drew me to the play in the first place. 
SEE: Okay—now, I've heard you say that 
before, and I guess I've never quite understood 
why you're surprised when people go ahead 
and point out in the review that a play has this 
flaw in it that gets in the way of their enjoy- 
ment of it. 

TS: When people point out a flaw in the play, 
that's fine. But when people point out the flaw 
as if it’s my fault, that bothers me, And when 
they point out the flaw for three paragraphs 
without mentioning the actors, the set design- 
ers, the lighting design, to me that denigrates 
the work that’s being done here over three 
weeks of rehearsal and two weeks of run. I’m 
not surprised when people don't 100 per cent 
like what I do, but I often think that when peo- 
ple don't like what I do, it's because they want 
me to do something else. For instance, when | 
did Water’s Daughter, the Vue reviewer said, 
“It’s not really a musical—no one sings for the 
first 10 minutes.” And I thought, “You didn't 
come to see what I did.

FOR ANYBODY WHO THINKS THAT 
ballet is boring, Alberta Ballet’s sea- 
son opener may change some 
minds. The National Ballet of Cana- 
da, under the artistic direction of 
rima ballerina Karen Kain, is bring- 
ing us the “pallerina’s Hamlet,” 
Giselle. If that’s too traditional for 
you, it’s paired with Christopher 
Wheeldon’s Polyphonia, which is 
about as contemporary as you can 
| get. 
F Giselle is a classic “boy meets girl 
meets boy” story, but with a few 
twists. In a nutshell, Giselle is a peas- 
ant girl in love with Loys, who is 
actually a nobleman in disguise. 
Hoping for a shot at the girl he’s 
secretly in love with, farmer Hilarion 
Loys. Poor Giselle is not 
happy to discover that not only is 
her sweetie-bear just slumming, he’s 
also already engaged. In classic bal- 
let fashion, she impales herself on 
Loys’s own sword, and kicks the 
proverbial bucket. And that’s just 
the first act. = 

Kevin Bowles, who plays the 
ineptly named Hilarion, is admitted- 
ly a little nervous about tackling a 
classic such as Giselle. “He's the good 
guy,” he says, “and does everything 
for the right reasons, but it all turns 
out very badly for him.” 

In the second act, the audience is 
transported to the ethereal world of 
the Wilis, ghosts of girls betrayed by 
their lovers. This is where things get

even more interesting for Hilarion 
and Loys. “It’s very cheery,” Bowles 
laughs. “These men go on a mental 
journey through a forest of the 
unconscious while haunted by jilted 
virgins.” While it might sound like 
the tagline for Sofia Coppola’s next 
movie, the trick in Giselle is how to 
make Hilarion and Loys stand out 
against the title character. 

“Asa dancer, it’s exciting to inter- 
pret the role that you're given,” 
Bowles says. “It’s not set in stone like 
ina play with a bunch of lines. 
Because you're using movement to 
create a character, your body lan- 
guage tells the audience what you're 
thinking and feeling. Every cast 
member brings their own spontane- 
ity to the piece, so it’s different every 


needs this,” Bowles says. “It’s filling 
a need for social interaction, where 
you can be around people but in a 
situation that’s not assaulting to the 
senses.” 

But a classic like Giselle brings its 
own baggage: “It’s hard to follow in 
the footsteps of some of the greatest 
dancers ever. You know you're 
being compared to Rudy Nureyev 
by the audience, and you're being 
coached by men who have done this 
role many times.” The trick, Bowles 
believes, is to “take what they have 
to say, listen to their secrets and treat 
them as manna from God, but still 
somehow have enough arrogance to 
do it your own way... but without 
hurting their feelings.”

time you perform it.” 

This is what excites Bowles about 
dance. “It’s amazing to physically go 
out and see something that is not 
taped and perfected like a Holly- 
wood movie. Each performance is its 
own separate event that will never 
be repeated and can only be experi- 
enced if you take the time to commit 
to an evening at the theatre.” It’s this 
kind of live experience that people 
are missing out on when they sit at

“Personally, classics 
are like a mountain. You do it as a 
challenge, to show you're as good as 
everyone who has done it before.”

ONE YEAR AGO, WHITEY HOUSTON 
frontman and Shout Out Out Out 
Out keyboard-puncher Lyle Bell 
decided to reinvent the notion of the 
side project. He booked a show for an 
as-yet-unformed and as-yet-songless 
band, giving himself and the selected 
musicians only a week to write songs 
and get them ready for the stage. 
Thus was born The Wet Secrets, one 
of Edmonton’s most talked-about 
“pop experiments in necessity,” as 
Bell likes to put it, in recent years 
Fortunately, that legendary inau- 
gural Wet Secrets gig—which has 
since become part of local indie folk- 
lore—prompted the one-off experi- 


ment to actually get its act together 
and, like Pinocchio, become a real live 
band. Equally unfortunately, howev- 
er, when you make the transition into 
“bandhood,” some of the spontaneity 
of being nothing more than an art 
statement fades away, sucked away 
in the undertow of touring, record- 
ing, releasing records, and dealing 
with the departure of bandmates: 
namely, former Wet Secret Jeremy 
Nischuk. 

“The long hiatus and hole in the 
roster made it impossible to play 
even for fun,” confesses Bell. “As 
soon as you lose a core member and 
have to start thinking things through, 
it ceases to be a tossed-off, just-for-fun 
band and becomes more serious.” 

Perhaps the change in tone the 
band has undergone—from being a 


few basement artists to one of the 
more noticeable blips on the local 
radar—prompted Bell to recruit a few 
“serious” musicians: musicians who 
are meticulous and adept at picking 





all the keyboard responsibilities,” Bell 
explains. 

The rest of the band seem to have 
all picked up on the “new positivity” 
as well.

possibly be. 

“It’s been a labour of love and hate, 
I think,” Bell remarks. “We've been 
kind of on the rails a lot about 
whether or not this band will contin- 
ue. It’s interesting, because it’s only 
now that we're putting a record out, 
and we've all decided to give it 
another shot.”

AS YOU'D EXPECT FROM A BAND Tt LAT 
takes its name from a dystopian trea- 
tise by Vladimir Nabokov, Vancou- 
ver's Bend Sinister has a pronounced 
penchant for drama. And by drama, 
I'm thinking of the orchestral swells 
that mark their tunes, not any 
behind-the-scenes in-fighting. Truth- 
fully, they seem like perfectly well- 
adjusted fellows. 

Co-vocalist/ guitarist / piano man 
Dan Coxon agrees—to a point. 
“Instead of the word ‘drama,’ I like 
to use the word ‘epic.’ I don’t mean 
to toot my own horn or anything, 
but that idea of epic-ness in a song 
where you have those huge notes... 
throw your arms in the air... that 
drama, as you would say, is some- 
thing | love about songwriting. I 
always try to create that in some 
small way in each song.” 

Though the band, which original- 
ly hails from Kelowna, initially drew 
a lot of comparisons to prog and 
math rock with their earlier ven- 
tures—I was listening to a lot more 
King Crimson, Yes, Genesis, and 
even Supertramp,” says Coxon—

tion of listeners. 

Again, Coxon only sort of agrees... 

“T even had a hard time adjusting 
to the fact that I like Billy Joel,” he : 
says, unable to contain a self-con- 
scious laugh. “But have you ever lis- 
tened to The Stranger? The first track, 
‘Movin’ Out] Anthony's Song’... I 
mean, if somebody played that song 
today it'd be as huge as it was then. 
It’s just one of those things I where 
there's a great songwriter playing 
the piano as the base of the song and 
it just swells with this great orches- 
tration and great rhythm guitars and 
everything all around it.” 

Coxon and Co.—fellow vocalist/ 
guitarist/pianist Jon Bunyan, lead 
guitarist Naben Ruthum, and bassist 
Dave Buck (all veterans of their high 
school's jazz band)—have learned 
their lessons well. Just as Coxon con- 
tends Billy Joel would be riding as

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ing arena ceremonies of days gone 
by. 

“ And at least one well-heeled 
patron backing the band, CBC3, who

“It’s really exciting,” says Coxon

There’s [also] the 
tradition of Celtic music and Irish 
folk music, and folk is a pop thing. 
That undercurrent certainly helps 
bands. You might have to dig a little 
bit to find those roots, but I think 
it’s there.” 

Which is why, even with the band 
poised to be the next Sloan (as some 
have suggested), they have no inten- 
tion of uprooting themselves to a 
larger centre, though they did give 
the idea a try last fall for all of three 
months when they gave living in 
Toronto a go. 

“Tt was quite the shock,” he says. 
“1 had been before, but all the pollu- 
tion and that sort of thing got to us— 
just getting smoke blown in your 
face and dealing with smog—so we 
ended up moving back to Prince 
Edward Island and that’s where we 
live now. We don’t plan to move. It’s 
probably got the best beaches in 
North America at the least.” 

Nice sand, scenic acres, a deeply 
entrenched musical tradition, and 
good friends: sure sounds like they 
have all the elements in place to 
build upon their early successes—no 
need to mess with that kind of 
chemistry.

On Hope & Glory, a collection of 
duets, the iconic female rocker and onetime 
lead singer of Heart pairs up with such high 
profile artists as Elton John, k.d. lang
